German Minister Protests 
to British Against Effort 
to Take the Province by 
Force. 


Berlin, May 4.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—Semi-official advices re- 
ceived here are to the effect that al! 
the large towns in the industrial 
region of Upper Silesia are sur- 
rounded by Polish insurgents, while 
Ritchtersdorf, a suburb of Gleiwitz, 
and Kieferstadtl have been occu- 
pied by the rebels. Various places 
in the district of Orsenberg are re- 
ported to have been similarly occu- 
pied. 

The Polish flag is. said to be fly- 
ing from the town hall of Rybnik, 
wut the Italians have expelled the 
insurgents from Pless and arrested 
some of their leaders. 

The whole of the right bank of 
the Oder, in the Ratisbor area, is 
in the hands of the rebels. The 
authorities have regained posses- 
sion of Myslowitz. 


ITALIANS AND POLES 
CLASH IN GROSS STREHLITZ. 

Oppein, Upper Silesia, May 4.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
Italian forces at Gross Strehlitz to- 
day opened with artillery fire on 
Poles who were attempting to oc- 
cupy the city. 

The Poles replied with field guns. 

Organized Polish forces, estimated 
at 20,000, have occupied all of up- 
per Silesia, south of a line running 
from Kosel to Tarnowitz, with the 
exception of a few large towns, and 
are moving further northward, ac- 
cording to information supplied by 
a member of the inter-allied repre- 
sensation here. 

Italian troops at Ryonik, well 
south in the plebiscite area, com- 
prising a regiment of infantry and 
two machine gun companies, are 
surrounded by 3,000 Poles and a 
pitched battle has been going on 
for several hours, th informant 
stated this afternoon. 

The Italian known dead are three 
officers, one of them of high rank, 
and twelve privates. 

The Polish members of the ple- 
biscite disarmed the German mem- 
bers, who were taken across the. 
border, after several of the Ger- 
mans had been killled, it was added. 
The force itself has ceaseg to func- 
tion. 

British Report. 


Colonel Bond, British control offi- 
cer at Gross Strehlitz, reported to 
British headquarters here tonight 
that he opened artillery fire on 
2,000 to 3,000 Poles attempting to 
occupy the city. The Poles brought 
up light field, pieces and were re-. 
plying. 

Colonel Bond, who has approxi- 
mately 200 Italian troops, also re-

Bond Issues to Cover 
Payment. 


London, May 4.—A telephone mes- 
sage received from Paris gives a 
Berlin dispatch saying that in view 
of the situation that arose in con- 
sequence of the reply of Secretary 
of State Hughes to Germany’s coun- 
ter proposals on reparations, the 
German government unanimously 
decided to resign. 

Chancellor Fehrenbach informed 
President Ebert of the cabinet’s de- 
cision, whereupon the president re- 
quested the ministry to continue to 
deal with current affairs, which it 
consented to do. 

Germany’s official dispatch from 
Berlin this afternoon says there is 
no foundation for the report that 
Germany had made a new repara- 
tions offer to the allies. 


~Final Details Settled. 


The settling of the final details of 
the reparations question has. now 
been effectively accomplished, and 
the allied ultimatum and the terms | 
of the reparations commission which 


be signed by the supreme council to- 
morrow morning. 

Premier 
the ultimatum to Dr. Sthamer, the 
German ambassador, some time to- 
morrow night, while the reparations 
commission’s terms will be mailed 
to Paris and turned over to the 
German commission in the French 
capital at 10 o’clock Thursday even- 
ing. : 

The settling of the final details of 
the complex problems was a pro- 
tracted task for the supreme coun- 
cil, which was occupied in its final 
session for three hours tonight, ris- 
ing at midnight. 

Secretaries of the experts will be 
engaged during tonight in the com- 
pletion of the final details and 
translations so that the documents 
may be ready for formal signature 
in the morning. Premier Lloyd- 
George tomorrow will address the 
house of commons in explanation of 
the arrangements. 

The reparations commission has 
adopted the supreme council’s plan 
concerning German bonds. The first 
issue of these bnds, which will ber 
made immediately, will aggregate 
600,000,000 pounds sterling. They 
will have priority. over the later se- 
ries. Interest on them will not be 
payable until after the end of the 
first quarter following their issue. 
The second serries, to be issued in 
November, will be for 1,900,000,000 
pounds sterling. These will have 
priority over subsequent issues. 

Dr. Sthamer had a conference of 
an hour tonight with Count Sforza, 
the Italian foreign minister, while 
the supreme council was still wait- 
ing. Baron D’Abernon, the British 
ambassador to Germany, was pres- 
ent. 

Revort To Times. 


The Berlin correspondent of the 
London Times understands that 
Chancelior Fehrenbach and Foreign 
Minister Simons have resigned but 
that the rest of the cabinet re- 
mains. He also says that the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Sthamer as new for- 
eign minister has been dropped at 
Dr. Sthamer’s request. It is be- 
lieved in Berlin that Dr. Gustav 
Strezmann, leader of the people's 
party, will be the new chancellor 
and that Dr. Mayer, at present am- 
bassador at Paris, will be the new 
foreign minister.

New York, May 4.—Leaders of the 
widespread marine strike announceg 
here today all union men affiliated 
with seagoing organizations would 
be called out to combat the 195 per 
cent wage cut put into effect *by 
ship owners. 

At the same time managing op- 
erators of shipping board vessels, 
at a general meeting adopted reso- 
lutions pledging strict compliance 
with the orders of Chairman Ben- 
son, of the shipping board. that the 
wage cut, effective May 1, be main- 
tained, 

Picketing of steamship piers was 
continued today by union marine 
workers in an effort to prevent the 
signing of non-union crews on Ves- 
sels scheduled for early sailings. 

A launch patrol of the harbor 
was maintained by the workers. 
Steamship owners expressed confi- 
dence that they would be able to 
maintain gailing schedules. 
FINAL. SETTLEMENT 
EFFORT TODAY. 

Washington, May 4.—With Ad- 
miral Benson, chairman of the ship- 
ping board, maintaining his insis- 
tence on a 15 per cent wage cut, 
Secretary of Labor Davis will make 
a final effort Thursday to. settle 
the marine workers’ strike. Davis 
will confer with representatives of 
all the seamen’s organizations. 

Conferences were held Wednes- 
day between Davis and -delegates 
from the marine engineers and later 
between Davis, Admiral Benson and 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 

The- engineers suggested a com- 
promise, it was reported, but Ben- 
son declared that his attitude was 
unchanged and, that the wage cut. 
made effective May 1, would be 
maintained. The ship owners also 
declared they will not waver in 
their position. 

The situation is “very encourag- 
ing,” Benson said in a statement 
Wednesday night, adding Chat ad- 
vices from the various ports showed 
a decided improvement in all de- 
partments. The men are indicating 
a desire to work. he said, and in 
some ports are shipping freely. New 
men are signing for duty every day, 
Benson declared. He said there 
had been only one instance, that of 
a cattle boat at Baltimore, where a 
ship’s sailing had been delayed. 

Disorders at Baltimore have been 
quieted, according to Benson; and 
there have been no reports of 
violence in other cities. 

Suggestions for a compromise in- 
volve changes in working conditions 
and a different classification of 
ships.

Testimony was given béfore the 
grand jury Wednesday by George 
Brown, formér agent of the depart- 
ment of justice, who assisted tn se- 
curing thé evidence whtreby Wil- 
liams was convicted in the “mur- 
der farm” trial in Covington. Colo- 
nel A. J. Wismer, who co-operated 
with Brown in the investigation of 
the case. appeared before the body 
Monday and Tuesday.

A crowd of Ger- 
mans attacked a Pole in the streets 
of Oppeln and beat him to death be- 
fore the police could interfere. 

No reports have been received 
here from Rybnik. In Kattowitz 
crowds are parading the streets, but 
there is no fighting. 


Cross the Border. 


The main body of Polish forces is 
said by an interested representative 
to have crossed the border in motor 
lorries at 2 o’clock Monday morning, 
taking possession of border towns, 
blowing up important. railroad 
bridges and cutting telegraph and 
telephone wires. Adalbert Kori- 
fanty, the Polish plebeseite commis- 
sioner, was in Warsaw at the time, 
it was stated. 

He learned of the Paris report 
then being circulated that the coun- 
ail of ambassadors had decided to 
give only the Pless and Rybnik dis- 
tricts to Poland. 

This report, which officials here 
declined at this ttme to confirm— 
and it is still unknown that such a 
decision was reached—was the sig- 
nal for Korifanty to carry out his 
threat “to chase the Germans out 
of the country.” 

Armed mer appeared on the Pol- 
ish side across from Myslowitz, Koe- 
nigschuette, Beuthen and Tarnowitz, 
and the whole moved into Silesia at 
2 o'clock simultaneously. There is 
no information here that they were 
wearing Polish uniforms, but all 
were well armed and officered, and 
had numerous machine guns and a 
large number of motor lorries. 

The officers began distributing 
money among the peasants, whose 
sympathies were apparent, and or- 
dered the German residents to get 
out. Few persons were. killed but 
there was much random shooting, 
principally to terrify the fleeing 
Germans who left their houses with 
the doors open, despite which, how- 
ever, there was no looting or de- 
struction, although the lines of com- 
munication was cut. 

Police Disarmed. 

As the Poles advanced, the ple- 
biscite police turned out, and the 
Polish policemen are reported to 
have made short shift of their Ger- 
man comrades, who were forced to 
hand over their arms and were 
conducted to the border and driven 
into Poland. Those who resisted 
were beaten or shot. 

Kattowitz, Koenigschuette, Bue- 
then and Tarnowitz were invested 
after minor fighting with few 
casualties. By Monday afternoon 
the whole southern section east and 
north of Cosel was held by the in- 
vaders who, however, were not in 
complete possession of Kattowitz 
and had met their first serious re- 
sistence from the Italians in 
Rybnik. 

The right wing of the Polish 
turned north and to- 
day were reported marchin un- 
opposed toward Lublinitz, although 
rumors are current here that the 
Germans are forming in Rosenberg, 
25 miles from Oppeln, either for 
defense or a countér drive. 

Interallied officials heard these 
rumors with some credence and con- 
siderable concern. Major 8S. Watts, 
British representative, said: 

“If the Poles Keep up their ad- 
vance, we will have civil war here. 
So far there has been no serious 
tighting, but now it looks prob- 
able.” 


GERMAN AMBASSADOR 
PROTESTS COUPE. 


London, May 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated lbress.)—Dr. Stahmer, tine 
German ambassailor here, tunignt 
presented a note to the lvureign of- 
tice, protesting against the relish 
coup in Upper Sliesia aS an ap- 
parently concerted effort to take 
the province by torce and refusing 
all responsibility for the situataion 
and its consequences. 

The note has alsu been cOmmuni- 
cated to the other allied govern- 
ments. 

It declares that by the action of 
irresponsible Polish agents and 
provocators, a strike has been en- 


gineered in». Upper Silesia through. 


the whole mining and industria] 
area, terrorizing the willing work- 
ers and preventing them from car- 
rying out their tasks, while Polish 
sokols and armed bands cover the 
country as far as Ratibor. 

The organized destruction of rail- 
ways and bridges, it is asserted, 
shows a prearranged plan for Polish 
insurrections. The inter-allied com- 
mission, it is added, has recognized 
that the German population has giv- 
en no provocation. 

Late in the afternoon, Dr. _ St. 
Hamer presented a second note, atat- 
ing that the situation had become 
extremely acute, and recitin de- 
tails, according to which the lt 
gents had seized the entire indus- 
trial region, including the districts 
of Pless, Rybnik and Ratibor, and 
a portion of Lublinitz Gross-Streh* 
litz and Oppeln. In fighting at Ryb- 
nik, two Italian officers and thir- 
teen men were killed. Director Cox, 
of the Preusséen mine at Mischowitz. 
and Director Ganze, of the Czuschez 
mine at Rybnik, and others have 
been murdered. 


Germans Expelled, 


The note says that all German 
officials, employees and directors, 
have been compelled to abandon the 
industrial establishments and that 
all mines and factories are at a 
standstill. The plebiscite police have 
been disarmed and some of them 
carried off. The insurgents are well 
armed, many of them wearing Polish 
uniforms; railways, telephone lines 
and telegraph wires have been cut 
and many railway bridges blown 


up. 

The inter-allied commission, the 
note declares, admits that the Ger- 
man population is blameless and has 
promised to intervene with all meas- 
ures at its disposal, but unfortunate- 
ly. with the exctption of the decla- 
ration of martiai law, ‘nontangible 
success in the suppression of the 
revolt can be observed...

PPEAL CERTAIN 
N BOND HEARING 


Regardless of decision rendered by 
Judge George L, Bell in the superior 
court, the question of the validity 
of the $8,850,000 bond issue of the 
city of Atlanta passed on March 8, 
will be taken to the supreme court. 
The hearing on the legality of the 
bonds, which was started Tuesday, 
Will probably be concluded Thurs- 
day. Wednesday’s session was fea- 
tured by a ruling of Judge Bell 
to the effect that the city must 
prove that the bond election was 
legal, and that the burden to prove 
ic does not rest on Attorney Wal- 
ter R. Brown, who is contesting 
the validation of the issue. 

The court ruled that the solicitor- 
general, who, as required by law, 
f:led the petition for the validation 
of the bonds, must prove .that the 
election was legal. The solicitor is 
merely a figurehead in this matter 
and it will be up to the city to 
prove the election legal. 

W. S. Richardson, registrar, was 
calied to the stand and testified 
that. the -voters who participated 
in the bond election were not sworn 
at the time they made affidavit 
of their citizenship and registered. 
He explained that all the voters 
signed the affidavit required by 
law, but that they were not sworn. 

Failure to BWear the voters con- 
tinues one of the grounds upon 
which Mr. Brown is contesting the 
validation, Other reasons set out 
by Mr. Brown to uphold his con- 
tention are: 

That the election was not held in 
December, at the time of the elec- 
tion of mayor and councilmen, as 
required by law. 

That there was no consolidation 
of the vote by the mayor and 
council and the election managers, 
jointly as required by law. 

That the city’s first answer, made 
to the original petition by the so- 
licitor-general, was not sworn to by 
the mayor and council, and that the 
second answer was sworn to only 
by the mayor. 

That a constitutional majority of 
qualified voters did not vote for 
the bonds. 

Mr. Brown is represented by At- 
torneys Arthur C. Powell and R. B. 
Blackburn, while the city is repre- 
sented by City Attorney James L. 
Mayson and Assistant City Attor- 
ney Jesse M. Wood. Attorney W. H.

The investigation, therefore, is 
liable to become significant in ar- 
riving at the bottom of alleged 
merchant profiteering in America 
as well as in finding ultimate relief 
for farmers. 

At the committee hearing Charlies 
S. Barrett, of Georgia, president of 
the national board of farm organi- 
zations, was one of those who ap- 
peared and urged the commission. 
Among other things he said: 

“The farmers charge that prof- 
iteering by middlemen is to very 
great extent responsible for the ter- 
rible losses they have recently sus- 
tainea. This, if true, and we con- 
tend that there is an abundance of 
evidence to support it, should be 
established and published by the 
commission, which we are asking 
congress to create. 

“The fafmers charge that ‘arbi- 
trary restriction of credit by the 
Federal Reserve banks and the 
holding up of the federal farm land 
banks through filibustering litiga- 
tion contributed to a very great ex- 
tent the precarious condition in 
which agriculture now finds itself. 

“We state emphatically that the 
enormous increase in freight rates 
have discouraged alike buying and 
selling and the wheels of industry 
and commerce are consequently 
“— and corroded. 

“The farmer is the burden bearer 
for the great trusts. When he was 
forced to take a largely diminished 
price for his labor, as represented in 
his products, there was no sugges- 
tion that he be given his machinery 
and other supplies at a lower cost. 
Why, I am extremely hopeful that 
the commission provided for in the 
resolytion you are considering will 
be able to supply the answer. 

“Financiers in high authority

Other Rumors False. 


“Many unwarranted rumors of 
peonage in Georgia have failed to 
bear investigation, and outside of 
the Williams plantation, in Jasper 
county, the evidence shows conclu- 
Sively there is no peonage,” said a 
report submitted to Federal Judge 
Evans today by a grand jury which 
has been investigating reports of 
peonage conditions on farms in the 
southern district of Georgia. 

K. P. Allen, secretary of the loca) 
post, Travelers Protective associa- 
tion, and foreman of the grand jury, 
read the following to Judge Evans, 
after he presented true bills against 
John S. Williams and his three sons: 

“Whereas, it has been the duty of 
this grand jury to go into and 
investigate peonage cases and that 
it has’ come to the attention of this 
honorable body that the newspapers 
have continually reported various 
numbers of cases throughout the 
state of Georgia and that there 
seems tO be unwarranted reports 
and rumors abroad which tend to 
create an erroneous’ impression, 
therefore, be it resolved, that we 
make the following statement: 

“Of the peonage cases brought to 
the attention of this body, it is 
found that Nin only one or two in- 
stances was there’ sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant this body finding 
a true bill. 

“Further, that this body deplores 
and denounces any condition of 
peonage wherever it is found to 
exist and further deplores the fact 
that there have been so many un- 
warranted rumors of conditions of 
peonage in the state of Georgia 
where evidence brought out shows 
conclusively that they do not exist.”

Information received in Atlanta 
Wednesday by postal inspectors was 
to the effect that Young admitted 
his identity, and his part in the 
fleecing of A. Nations out of 
$3,500 in a fake race horse game, 
but dented he had ever used the 
mails for fraudulent purposes. 

It is said that he was for a long 
time the running mate of Mark 
Tillery, taken in E] Paso, Texas, by 
federal agents and now in the 
Tower awaiting trial on a charge 
of larceny after trust, and that 
he usually posed as the manager 
of the fake exchanges of the syn- 
dicate located in Atlanta. 

According to information in pos- 
session of the postal inspectors, 
Youn:; is one of the cleverest con- 
fidence men in the country and 
married Annie Pickett, the world’s 
most famous shoplifter, sister of 
Jack Pickett, notorious pickpocket. 

Tillery and Young are under in- 
dictment in the Nations case. 

Federal officials said swindling 
charges against Young are pending 
in numerous citties. He will first 
be brought to trial In Atlanta, in 
view of the fact that the informa- 
tion that caused his arrest was 
furnished by local postal inspectors. 

Inspectors said the government 
will have the first claim on Young, 
and predicted that he will be 
brought to trial goon after his re- 
turn. It was stated, however, that 
it might be found practicable to 
first turn him over to the state 
court for trial. 


Nashville Mayor 
Ousted byCouncil 
For‘ Malfeasance’ 


Nashville, May 4.—William Gup- 
ton, mayor of Nashville, was sus- 
pended as mayor by the new city 
council, upon charges of alleged 
“malfeasance, misfeasance and neg- 
lect of duty, under the new city 


charter.” 

Immediately following his suspen- 
sion, which was by unanimous vote 
of the eleven councilmen present, 
pdiaton Z Wilson, mayor-elect, was 
sworn into office and took his seat 
as chief executive. 

Mayor Gupton is given until May 
16 to demand written: charges and 
a public hearing. In case no answer 
is made, his removal becomes per- 
manent after that date. 

In the resolution suspending him, 
seven charges were filed. These in- 
cluded allegations that he had failed 
to enforce the city and state laws 
with regard to lewdness, gambling 
and the sale of intoxicating liquors; 
that he had connived at pernicious 
activity by the police and other city 
officials, who are under civil serv- 
ice; that he had even promoted one

PLEA TO END LASHING 
OF CONVICTS PLANNED 


A petition to abolish whipping in 
convict camps will be presented to 
Governor-elect Hardwick by a com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Humane so- 
ciety, following an account of cruel- 
ty and violence at the Bellwood 
camp, one of the Fulton county con- 
vict camps, given Wednesday by 
William Petrich, a former convict. 
The charges were flatly denied by 
Warden . F. Collier, who is in 
charge of all the Fulton county 
convict camps. . 

“The cruelty in these camps sur- 
passes that reported from my na- 
tive land of Russia,” declared Pe- 
trich. “The law requiring that not 
more than ten lashes can be ap- 
plied to a prisoner can be easily 
evaded by calling back a man after 
he has been beaten ten times, and 
beating him again, It is evaded in 
that way in the Fulton county 
camps. Probes by grand juries and 
committees never ect below the sur- 
face of conditions.” 

Warden Collier declared that all 
camps may be inspected at any time, 
and that any Investigation will 
show how unfounded Petrich’s 
charges really are. He denied 
charges by Petrich that convicts 
are chained to their bunks every 
night and every Sunday, Atating 
that a complete baseball outfit has 
recently been bought for the Bell- 
wood camp. and that on Sundays 
the convicts are allowed to rest, 
and given as much freedom as pos- 
sible. 

“The charges by Petrich, made to 
the Humane society that the convicts 
are chained and unzble to escape 
in case of fire. are also unfounded.” 
said the warden. “All the build- 
ings at Bellwood can be cleared 
in five minutes in case of fire. 

“We have had an average of 230 
men at Bellwood in the past three 
months, and during that time the 
number of floggings has been only 
23 in any month, Many convicts 
serve long terms without ever be- 
ing flogged.”

“Judge Hill, did the fee system 
ever keep you from doing your 
duty?”

China famine fund has given out a 
cablegram just received from the 
American relief committee operat- 
ing at Peking, showing the need 
for liberal response from this coun- 
try. The cablegram says: 

“There are 5,445,200 pefsons now 
receiving relief through interna- 
tional committees. The new dis- 
tribution just made will add about 
1,500,000, making a total amount of 
almost 7,000,000. All American 
funds have been allotted. Best 
wishes for the success of China| 
Famine week. Additional funds 
funds are urgently needed.”

This carried July con- 
tracts up to 13.20, or within two 
points of yesterday's best level, 
which constituted an advance of ap- 
proximately a cent a pound from re- 
cent low records. This evidently 
attracted realizing by recent buy- 
ers and the disposition to take 
profits was increased by reports of 
improving weather conditions in the 
south. The failure of a _. bullish 
weekly weather report to create 
more buying power was also a dis- 
appointment and there was more 
southern selling here late in the 
afternoon. May declined from 12.70 
to 12.48 and October from 13.85 to 
13.61, making net declines of about 
14 to 19 points on the more active 
positions.

With minimum temperatures last 
night ranging from 42 to 58 degrees

AFTER PAY GU 


New York, May 4.—The trend of 
today’s stock market was somewhat 
disappointing to those who expect- 
ed that dealings would be governed 
to a preponderant degree by the 20 
per cent wage reduction announced 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion after the close of yesterday’s 
session. 

Steels and kindred issues were 
Quite active and firm to strong at 
the outset, but yielded in promi- 
nence and strength later to various 
other stocks which derived their 
chief support from professional 
sources. 

Although the steel wage cut had 
been clearly foreshadowed, it was 
popularly regarded as a construc- 
tive measure. Its significance, it 
was argued in many quarters, how- 
ever, would have carried greater 
weight if attended by a downward 
revision of prices. 

United States Steel common scor- 
ed an early advance of nearly 1 
point, most of which was cancelled 
at midday. It made a new high 
quotation in the final hour, when 
short covering was most urgent and 
closed at a gain of 1 1-4 points at 
85 3-8, the high price of the year 
to date. 

Independent steels and some of 
the rubber specialties and shippings 
were conspicuous at gains of 1 to 
but oils were variable, 
though rallying briskly before the 
end, There were active dealings in 
rails, especially the lower priced or 
reorganized properties at advances 
of 1 to $3 points. but investment 
rails made less upward progress. 

Call money opened and held at 
6 1-2 per cent throughout, but 
loaned freely at 6 per cent. in the 
outside market, British, French 
and most of other exchanges eased, 
Dutch and Italian, rates proving 
among the few exceptions, 

The bond market was mixed, some 
rails and foreign flotations 
strengthening, while other issues, 
including the Liberty group, were 
irregular. Total sales, par value, 
aggregated $11,375,000,

For Great Oil Trust

Washington, May 4.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The fight of 
the eastern branch of the Cherokee 
Indians, in their claim to 14,000,000 
acres of oil lands in Oklahoma and 
Texas, will be continued before the 
United States supreme court 
through the institution of an origi- 
nal suit against Oklahoma, Texas, 
Kansas, Missouri and Arkansas and 
the United States, John M. Taylor, 
attorney for the Indians, said. Tay- 
lor will introduce, when the court 
reconvenes on May 16, an applica- 
tion for permission to file a bill in 
equity against the five states named 
and the federal government. 
The Cherokee claim includes part 
of the sites upon which Oklahoma 
City and Fort Smith are built, by 
virtue of a patent issued in 1838 by 
President Van Buren. ~This action 
will follow the refusal of the United 
States supreme court Monday in de- 
clining to entertain Taylor's peti- 
tion to intervene as party to the dis 
pute over the Red river oil lands, 
which was due to the fact that the 
lands to which Taylor’s clients lay 
claim are outside of the Red river 
district.

H. H. Votaw, federal superintend- 
ent of prisons and brother-in-law of 
President Harding, is inspecting the 
adoption of the new system, recent- 
ly installed at the federal peniten- 
tiary, which provides for paying 
convicts for their labor. He ar- 
rived in this city on Monday and 
went direct to the penitentiary, 
where he is the guest of Warden 
Zerbst. The length of his stay 
has not been announced. 

The experiment of paying convicts 
a small wage for their work, in 
order that they may have some- 
thing saved when they complete 
their terms, caused great interest 
among reformers when it was an- 
nounced about a week ago. The At- 
lanta federal penitentiary) is the 
first in which the system will be 
tried, and it has been in operation 
in several departments there for 
the past week. If it proves suc- 
cessful, it will be enlarged to in- 
Clude all departments of the convict 
work. 

Mr. Votaw is not apprehensive of 
interference by organized labor, it 
was indicated. There was some 
fear at first that the idea of pay- 
ing convicts a low wage for tnetP 
compulsory work might be regard- 
ed as unfair competition by organ- 
ized labor, but the system has been 
so arranged that this objection has 
been avoided. The product of convict 
labor will not be distributed in the 
ordinary channels of trade, and will 
not reduce the demand for goods 
produced by free and higher- -priced 
labor. At present, the convicts in the 
Atlanta penitentiary are being paid 
for work done in filling a govern- 
ment order for mail bags. 


SHOOTS JOHN H. REEVES 
THEN SLAYS HIMSELF 


Nashville, Tenn., May 4.—The conh- 
dition of John H!: Reeves, prominent 
clubman of this city and former 
head of a wholesale groeery concern, 
who was shot and seriously wound- 
ed shortly before noon today in the 


main corridor of the Hermitage club 
here by James Grundy, local agent 
for a large paper company of Cin- 
cinnati, who committed suicide fdol- 
lowing the shooting, was reported 
as critical at an early hour tonight. 
Attending physicians have little 
hope for his recovery, it is said. 

Friends of the two clubmen are 
unable to determine the cause of 
the shooting. Witnesses state that 
Mr. Grundy met Mr. Reeves in the 
hallway of tNe club and began firing 
without giving warning. Five shots 
were said to have been fired at Mr. 
Reeves. two bullets taking effect 
in his abdomen, while a third lodged 
in his right lung. 

After Mr. Reeves lay motionless 
upon the floor, Mr. Grundy is said 
to have turned his automatic re- 
volver upon himself and fired the 
last shot in the magazine into his 
brain. He died before medical aid 
could be summoned. 

A short while after the shooting 
J. R. Allen, coroner of Davidson 
county. was on the scene and a ver- 
dict of attempted murder and sui- 
cide rendered over the body of Mr. 
Grundy. 

After reaching the hospital this 
afternoon Mr. Reeves told members 
of his family that he was unable 
to say what caused the shooting. 
He declared that he regarded Mr. 
Grundy as his friend and insisted 
that they had been on friendly 
terms for a long time.

New Orleans, May 4.—Following 
election of officers and adoption of 
resolutions. the third. annual con- 
vention of the Mississippi Valley 
association came to an end shortly 
after noon today and tonight a ma- 
jority of the 1,000 delegates from 
the twenty-seven states comprising 
the valley territory were on their 
way home. 

Senator William B. McKinley, of 
Champaign, IIL, whose friends have 
been actively urging his election 
since the opening of the convention, 
was named president, succeeding H.

One resolution called upon con- 
gress to “adopt a definite, compre- 
hensive plan for permanent im- 
provement of all navigable water- 
ways within the territory embraced 
by the organization, which have 
been approved by federal engi- 
neers.” Appropriation of not less 
than $100,000,000 annually to carry 
Out such plans was asked with the 
explanation. that “such appropria- 
tions be continuous until the com- 
pletion of the entire task.” The res- 
olution urged that “all waste occa- 
sined by ineffective appropriations 
or vacillating policies be stopped 
at the earliest possible moment.”
